A NEAR THING 


At two points In York, the 
gale drove water over the cliffs 
and farmers moved out 200 
sheep just in time. They said 
It had been “a very near thing.” 

After the amber warning had 
gone out, men of all = services 
mvolved stood by. for hours 
vlong the coast and in Norfolk— 
hard hit last time—some people 
were ready to leave thelr homes 
if danger threatened closely. 

Farmers feared worse tides on 
Monday and an official said that 
if the north wind held—it was 
blowlng 80 miles an hour at 
time:s—it would bulld up the 
seas and bring new danger. 

Gale foree winds are fore- 
cast for: Monday In the areca. 

Flamborough village, on the 
Yorkshire coast, was without 
electricity tonight because of the 
gale and the nearby lighthousc 
at Flamborough Head used 
emergency oil ilghting. 

River, levels shot up too—as 
far up the Thames as Putney. 

Along the east coast, sight- 
seers drove for miles into the 
danger arras to the 
raging seas smashing down on 
the seawalls. : 

Around the coast, many ships 
sought shelter In port from the

They were drowned last night 
wiien they stampeded in terror 
In one of tho thickest: fogs ever 
to enshroud the marshes, always 
misty, Farmers , expect’ to: find 
more bodies and ohe sald. it was 
the largest death roll from fog

Laniel Resignation 


Rejected — 
National Assembly. ‘Vote To, 
Be Sought By.

Premier Joseph Laniel tendered his resigna- 
tion on January 2 to President. Vincent Auriol 
who, however, refused it, it was. learned here 
officially tonight. , ‘ 

After President Auriol’s refusal Premier Lanie] sent 
@ message to the president of the National Assembly, 
M. Edouard Herriot, asking him toe convoke the Assembly 
for January 6 to hear an urgent communication on ‘the 
government policy. 


Preaident Auriol had rejected 
Premier  Lanlel's resignation 
with the agreement of 
President-elect Rene Coty. The 
Premier informed President 
Auriol by letter today that he 
had asked for a National 
Assembly meeting to be called 
on January 6. 


Premier Laniel’s Ietter to 
President Auriol tendering his 
reaignation yesterday read: . "I 
was proposing to offer your 
successor my gov. “8 Tt- 
signation as is customary oa 
January 17. The recent switch 
to Jan 25 asthe date for 
the _ Berlin (four-power) con- 
ference made it, however, “in- 
dispenscble that the govern- 
ment problem, in order to be 
solved a3 carly as possible, 
should be tackled Immediately. 
It is for this reason that I have 
the honour of tendering my re- 
signation a8 from today, and 
which I ask you to accept as 
soon as the budget debate fs 
over.” . : 

REASONS NOT VALID

of resignation) with the Pre- 
sident-alect - (Rene Coty). The 
reason which causes you not to 


prefer to walt as is customary. 
for. the hand:

Premier Lanicl’s letter said 
he did fot think he should 
have walted tl] January 17 
to tender his resignation ‘‘be- 
cause Fr might bave risk- 
cd not ‘being represented at 
‘the Berlin conference If a 
ministerial crisis had arisen on 
that date.” . 


His letter continued: ‘“It was 
never my intention to ask 
Parliament ‘once more to con- 
alder the questions . already 
dealt with during the debate 
which preceded ¢ Bermuda 
conference.

You have asked me 
ta continue my task with the 
support of the National As- 
sembly and the Council of the 
Republic. I. share your {feeling

Great Han-ism 


The total replacement of 
Chinese officials by so-called 
“national ” is not 
even a theoretical aim of the 
Chinese Communiat Party. 
Many of thease ‘officials have 
shown little understanding 
of the point of view of the 
minorities, and the Commis. 
sion for Nationalities Affaira 
has been forced to charge 
them with “Great Chinese 
nationaliam.” The _ official 
term is “Great Han-ism” or 
“Great Han nationalism,” 
the word Han being used to 
differentiate between the 
Chinese race in the narrow 
sense and the minorities 
living in the People’s 
Republic. 


This “Great Han-ism” has 
taken a variety of forms. 
For instance, minorities 
have been forced to speak 
the Chinese language, to 
dress in Chinese attire and 
to abandon local national 
dances. Chinese officials in 
certain minority regions 
have, as an editorial in the 
People’s Daily, the official 
organ of the Chinese Com- 
munist Party, recently put 
it, “grabbed all the work”, 
so that officials from the 
minorities were left without 
any real authority. ,

NOTE THAT OUR 
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tories, but ee must now 
share some of their powers 
with locally ‘recruited por- 
sonnel, although in. many 
cases this {s not yet pos- 


sible because of the shortage |' 


of reliable local Communists. 
These are now being trained 
at a special Nationalities 
Institute in Peking, where 
they-are instructed in the 
rinciples, of Marxism- 
nism, the history of the 
Chinese Communist. Party 
and the works of Mao Tse- 
tung. 


The: Chinese Communist 
Government seoms to have 
satisfied some of the econo- 
mic and cultural grievances 
of the minor nationalities, 
but what it has given with 
one hand it has often taken 
away with the other. For 
instance, it confiscated in 
large numbers the cattle of 
nomadic minority groups 
such as the Khazaks, Mon- 
gols and Tibetans, trans- 
ferring them to livestock- 
breeding stations owned by 
the State. This imposed con- 
siderable hardship on their 
previous owners and caused 
widespread dissatisfaction. 


Disturbances 


The nomad — minorities 
have frequently been forced 
to assume a sedentary life. 
but this policy has now been 
abandoned because of the 
serious disturbances it pro- 
voked, particularly in Sin- 
kiang, China’s Far West. 


The Chinese Communist 
Party has pledged Itself to 
“correct” mistakes made in 
handling the minorities issue. 
But such “correction” can hardly 
be successful so long as the 
Chinese policy towards the 
minority groups {sy modelled on 
that of the Sovict Union, which 
in the past has shrunk nelther 
from mass deportations nor 
even fram outright genocide.
